Srr: I have the honor to transmit herewith an abstract of the bills 
of health issued at this station during the week ended August 2, 1902. 
Seven vessels were inspected, 532 individuals were bathed at the disin- 
fecting station, and 723 bundles of clothing and bedding were disin- 
fected by steam. The sanitary returns for the week show that the 
following communicable diseases occurred in the colony, viz, 31 cases 
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of plague and 34 deaths, 2 of this number being Europeans; 6 cases of 
cholera and 6 deaths, all Chinese; 1 case of puerperal fever and 1 death, 
and 1 case of enteric fever.

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith an abstract of the bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended August 9, 1902. Ten 
vessels were inspected, 777 individuals were bathed at the disinfecting 
station, and 924 bundles of bedding and clothing were disinfected by 
steam. There were 4 rejections during the week because of fever. The 
cholera situation remains about the same, 12 cases (all Chinese) and 11 
deaths having been reported in the colony during the week. 

The plague epidemic shows great improvement, 14 cases and 13 deaths 
being the total figures for the week. No other communicable disease 
was reported in the colony during the time covered by this report. The 
mortality returns for the month of June, 1902, show that there was a 
total of 592 deaths in the colony, a death rate of 23.2 per 1,000 per 
annum. Of the total deaths, 29 were among the British and foreign 
community. The death rate among the British and foreign population 
was 30.5 per 1,000 per annum; among the Chinese land population, 22.9 
per 1,000 per annum, and among the harbor population, 23.3 per 1,000 
per annum. 

Of the total deaths, 3 were due to enteric fever, 35 to cholera, 2 to 
choleraic diarrhea, 27 to diarrhea, 7 to dysentery, 158 to bubonic plague, 
32 to malarial fever, 28 to beriberi, 20 to general tuberculosis, 5 to 
meningitis, 36 to tetanus, 20 to bronchitis, 22 to pneumonia, and 53 to 
phthisis.

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith an abstract of the bills of 
health issued at this station during the week ended August 23, 1902. 
Thirteen vessels were inspected during the week, 779 individuals were 
bathed at the disinfecting station, and 960 bundles of clothing and bed- 
ding were disinfected. There were 19 rejections because of fever. 

The cholera situation remains practically the same, 18 cases and 15 
deaths having been reported during the week. Two of the reported 
cases were imported into the colony. The total cases and deaths since 
the beginning of the outbreak are, therefore, 444 and 382, respectively. 
There was a slight improvement in the plague situation, judging from 
the sanitary returns, 1l cases and 11 deaths having been reported. 
The total eases and deaths due to this disease thus far this year are, 
therefore, 557 and 541, respectively. According to the mortality 
returns for the month of July, 1902, 707 deaths occurred in the colony 
from all causes. The death rate of the entire population (excluding 
the army and navy) was 27.8 per 1,000 per annum; the death rate of 
the British and foreign population was 34.2 per 1,000 per annum; the 
death rate of the Chinese land population was 28.8 per 1,000 per annum, 
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and the death rate of the Chinese harbor population was 20.6 per 1,000 
per annum. 

Of the total deaths reported, 3 were due to smallpox, 3 to enteric 
fever, 25 to cholera, 27 to diarrhea, 10 to dysentery, 182 to bubonic 
plague, 28 to malaria, 37 to beriberi, 8 to general tuberculosis, 1 to 
leprosy, 7 to meningitis, 36 to tetanus, 28 to bronchitis, 54 to pneu- 
monia, and 50 to phthisis.

Report from Canton—Cholera, influenza, dengue, and plague. 
[No. 222. 


CANTON, CHINA, July 28, 1902. 


Srr: On July 12, 1902, I received the following communication from 
the Rev. B. C. Randall, American Bible Society : 

WucHow, KWANnG SI, July 8, 1902. 

Sir: Latest advices from Nanning are to the effect that at and throughout the regions 
lying to eastward of Nanning the country is quiet. No further trouble is apprehended 
and the confidence of merchants and shippers is once more restored. 

From the regions to the westward of Nanning, especially round about Leng Chan, 
rumors of robbery and rebellion still occasionally come to hand. The rumors, how- 
ever, are vague and unreliable and occasion but little, if any, unrest here. 

Cholera is said to be raging in all the towns along the river Fu (Kwei Lin River). 

At Ping Lok some 3,000 have succumbed to the dread disease; whilst at Kwei Lan 
over 10,000 victims have been carried off during the past two months. 

The river is in flood and still rising ; some of the lower portions of the city are already 
inundated.

Immediately on receipt of the foregoing, I cabled to the Department 
as follows, duplicating said cablegram to Minister Conger, at Pekin: 
SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: Cholera raging all towns along Kwei Lin 
River, Kwang Si; 3,000 died Ping Lok, over 10,000 Kwei Lan.—McWADE. 

On July 15, 1902, a mild form of intluenza made its appearance, and 
by July 17, 1902, had spread so rapidly that it had almost become 
epidemic. Dr. John M. Swan, of the American medical missionary 
society, reported to me on July 19, 1902, that it had so many victims 
in Canton and its vicinity that he felt *‘ 1 would be more than justified in 
reporting to the State Department that it had nearly assumed epidemic 
proportions.”’ I thereupon cabled to the Department as follows, trans- 
mitting a copy thereof to Minister Conger, at Pekin: 

SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: Influenza almost epidemic. Plague sporadic 
Canton.—McWADE. 

To-day I forwarded the following cablegram to the Department and 
sent a duplicate of it at the same time to Minister Conger, at Pekin: 

SECRETARY OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: Dengue fever epidemic Canton, mild 
type. —MCWADE. 

The delay in the preparation and transmission of this dispatch was 
caused by the illness of myself and the entire staff, the only exception 
being Mr. Da Silva, our chief clerk. After a nasty siege of dysentery, 
I was attacked with dengue fever, after recovering from which I was 
rather weak for some days. I am now all right. Vice-Consul Lang- 
horne is suffering from a mild attack and will, in a few days, go to 
Macao, a seaside resort in this consular jurisdiction, to recuperate. 
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James Scott, His Majesty’s consul-general, and his entire staff, except 
Vice-Consul Sly, are ill and so are almost all of the Europeans and over 50 
per cent of the Portuguese residents of Shameen. All who can manage 
to get away from here are hurrying off to the Peak at Hongkong, to 
Macao, and to seaport resorts in Japan. The natives are suffering as 
well as the foreigners and the native doctors are reaping a rich harvest. 
The fever is, however, of a mild type, malignant attacks being the 
conspicuous exception. The onset of the disease lasts about from three 
to five and sometimes seven days. 

Apropos of the bubonic plague, of which I have seen so much. I feel 
it is my duty to say to you that in my experience fish-eating people 
are those who are the first attacked by that awful scourge, and who die 
from it in the greatest numbers. My experience has been that of such 
able specialists as Dr. John M. Swan and Dr. Adolf Razlag, and I have 
noted the same conditions in Bombay, Calcutta, Bangkok, Hongkong, 
Swatow, Canton, and Chinese towns and villages along the banks of 
the great rivers and their tributaries. I venture to suggest that this 
fact may be worthy of the consideration of the medical department of 
our Government.

Total cases since out- 
break to yesterday, 3,090. Two thousand and eighty-five deaths ; 294 cured. Minieh, 


Assiout, and Guizeh provinces most seriously affected. Yesterday's bulletin shows 8 
new cases at Cairo, 25 deaths, 39 under treatment.

The epidemic still continues to spread throughout the country and 
not a bulletin is issued but some new village is added to the list. The 
last bulletin shows the following for the provinces most seriously 
affected trom August 17 to August 24:

In Cairo and Alexandria the sanitary authorities appear to be keep- 
ing the disease well inhand. To-day’s bulletin, just received, shows the 
following :

Srr: I have the honor to transmit herewith the latest information 
regarding plague, obtained from the imperial health office (Kaiserlichen- 
Gesundheitsamt), Berlin : 

Russta.—It is now officially stated that the plague patient admitted to 
the municipal hospital at Odessa on August 1, died on the Sth ot that 
month. Since that. several persons suspected to be suffering with plague 
have heen admitted to the same hospital. 

Eeypr.—During the week from August 15 to August 22, 3 plague 
cases and 2 deaths were recorded in Alexandria. 

British InpDIA.—During the week from July 25 to August 1, there 
were registered in the Bombay Presidency 2,270 fresh plague cases and 
1,474 deaths.

MAURITIUs.—During the period from June 6 to July 17, only 1 fatal 
case of plague was recorded here, namely, in the week ended July 10, 
but 3 further cases which had occurred up to July 24 in the hospital at 
Port Louis, point to a new outbreak of the disease.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, 


Reports from Manila—Cholera in the islands. 


MANILA, P. I., August 2, 1902. 

Sik: I have the honor to transmit herewith report of cholera epi- 
demic in the Philippine Islands for the week ended July 19, 192. 

It will be seen that the disease has continued to claim a large number 
of victims, that the epidemic has remained about the same in Manila, 
and continues severe in the provinces. The number of cases has dimin- 
ished in the provinces of Laguna and Batangas and increased in Pan- 
gasiaan, as well as in the towns and pueblos recently infected. The 
disease in this epidemic has been spread by infected persons, and 
infected food and other articles have not been responsible to any appre- 
ciable degree. The attempt of land quarantine has proved ineffective— 
in fact, absolutely worthless—and the old history is repeated for town 
after town. Persons arrive from au infected pueblo, have the disease 
after arrival, and in a few days 4 or 5 cases occur and the epidemic 
starts. It might be supposed that these centers could be quarantined 
and the disease eradicated before it became epidemic. This might be 
true if the inhabitants were intelligent Americans or Europeaus and 
would render the necessary assistance, but in the Philippines this seems 
impossible, except in a few instances, because of the ignorance and 
opposition of the people. They will adopt every measure to conceal 
the cases and throw every obstacle in the way of the authorities in their 
attempts to suppress the disease, and this opposition does not apply to 
the laity alone, as many of the Filipino physiciaus have been guilty of 
the same practice. The provincial and municipal boards of health, 
composed of Filipino physicians, have proved entirely incompetent to 
meet the emergency of dealing with an epidemic, and in the few prov- 
inces and towns in which success has been attained in stamping out or 
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controlling the disease this has been accomplished by the army surgeons 
detailed for that purpose. 

The board of health has encountered this opposition of the people 
and native doctors in Manila and the provinces, aud much of the 
spread of the disease is, in my opinion, due to concessions made to 
enlist, without effect, the assistance of these classes. The cordons 
established have in the majority of cases been composed of natives in 
sympathy with the people, and, consequently, have proved ineffective 
since the natives passed through them with little difficulty. 

The board of health realizing the futility of attempting land quaran- 
tine in the face of such opposition, has removed all restrictive measures 
beiween infected provinces and towns, but has accorded to the unin- 
fected provinces and towns the right to protect themselves against the 
introduction of the infection by such quarantine measures as they may 
deem expedient to enforce.

Srr: I have the honor to hereby submit report of cholera in the 
Philippine Islands for the week ended July 26, 1902. 

It will be noticed that the disease suddenly increased in Manila for a 
few days during this period, and the cause is not plain. The increase 
was coincident with heavy rains, and at first it was thought that a 
slight infection of the water supply had occurred. However, repeated 
bacteriological examinations showed that this was not the case, and as 
the increase only existed for a few days it was no doubt due to some 
infected vegetables that were brought into the city from the provinces 
on account of the removal of the land quarantine and restrictions. 

The disease has remained about the same in the provinces, continu- 
ing especially severe in Pangasinan. The provincial reports are incom- 
plete for this period on account of typhoons and destruction of telegraph 
lines.

Sir: Referring to telegram of this date, I have to inform you that at the request of 
the commissioner of public health you have been placed in charge of all maritime quar- 
antine work in the Cebu collection district. You will be guided by the regulations and 
recent instructions from this office in arranging uniform rules for the difterent ports in 
the Cebu district, and endeavor to straighten out the tangle in the enforcement of quar- 
antine regulations that has existed during the past four months. 

It is believed that no difficulty will be experienced in Cathalogan, Calbayog, and 
Tacloban if you request the army surgeons acting as quarantine officers at these ports 
to enforce the same regulations that apply at Manila and Cebu. Relative to the other 
ports at which local physicians are acting in this capacity, it will be necessary to send 
them regulations that they must enforce and by which they must be governed. 

Your duties as chief quarantine officer of the district will be largely advisory, and 
with tact and diplomacy I think the matter can be adjusted without friction, since the 
commissioner of public health has advised the provincial boards that this authority 
has been conferred upon you, and that your word is law.

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your telegrain and letter of 
July 28, 1902, directing me to act as chief of ports for Cebu collection district. The 
telegram was not received until late the night of August 1, as the lines were down 
between here and Manila. 

I drafted a set of rules to be followed, but before they were finished and ready to 
send, received a copy of those drafted by you. Both sets covered the same ground, 
but in order to have uniform rules, I adopted and had copies of yours sent. 

I have arranged with headquarters here, and will have army medical) officers act as 
quarantine officers in many ports. This is especially necessary as the provincial 
government has no officers there. In the island of Cebu, for example, there are only 
4 inspectors. These are expected to travel from town to town, and they are not 
medical men. In towns where there are no medical officers, the local presidentes will 
have to be depended upon to carry out quarantine. This is, of course, very bad, but 
is the only possible way to have anything done at all. 

Will it be necessary to have quarantine reports made out for the various ports? If 
possible, I would advise not, as many will object to doing the extra work. 

I have communicated with the medical officers of Catbalogan, Tacloban, and Calbayog, 
and they will continue to act as quarantine officers at their respective ports. 

I inclose a list of medical officers and presidentes to whom the regulations have been 
sent. I have as yet received no answer to my request to the various persons to act, as 
there has not been time. I presume that all the army medicai officers will act, as the 
chief surgeon of this department has approved of their acting.

towns whenever they desire to do so. They take bancas on the beach 
for places in the adjoining island, and since the enforcement of quaran- 
tine in many of the numerous pueblos on the beach rests with the 
presidente, there is no restriction whatever, and the disease spreads in 
spite of all efforts of maritime quarantine.

The situation here is very serious. There is still no quarantine on the land side of 
town. Cases are allowed to remain in their houses or go to the hospital. There are, I 
am informed, local laws by which this could be stopped, but they are not enforced. It 
is the general opinion here that there is much more cholera than reported, as by the 
system of allowing cases to remain in houses no definite account can be kept of them. 
The people object, as a rule, to going to the hospital, and very strongly. Reports have 
been rife among the Filipinos that all going to the hospital are poisoned. This is, of 
course, due to their dense ignorance Also reports have been circulated that cholera is 
not present here, but that the wells have been poisoned. This was first blamed on 
Filipinos, later on Chinamen, and now the Americans are accused. 

I will forward reports by each mail, and when mails are far apart will telegraph.

Report from San Juan and subports 


SAN JUAN, P. R., September 6, 1902. 

Str: I have the honor to submit herewith the following report of 
quarantine transactions at this and the 6 subports of the island of Porto 
Rico for the month of August, 1902: 

San Juan.—Number of vessels inspected, 16; number of bills of 
health issued, 26; number of vessels held in quarantine, 4; number of 
pieces of baggage disinfected, 22; number of sacks of mail disinfected, 
6; number of persons detained in quarantine at the island, 1; number 
of persons vaccinated, 3; number of vessels disinfected, none. 

The French steamship Ferdinand de Lesseps, from St. Mare, Gonaives, 
Port au Prince, and Cape Haitien arrived on the 16th. All bills of 
health clean. Three sacks of mail and 2 pieces of baggage were 
removed to the station and there disinfected. All passengers for Porto 
Rico were considered immunes and permitted to land. The vessel was 
held in quarantine, under guard, while she remained in port. 








; 
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On the 18th instant the Spanish steamship Leon YIIT arrived from 
Havana, Port Limon, Colon, Sabanilla, Puerto Cabello, and La Guaira, 
via Ponce. She carried only 1 passenger for this port, who was landed as 
an immune, the vessel being held in quarantine, under guard, while she 
remained in port. 

The Cuban steamships Ju/ia and Maria Herrers, of the Herrera Line, 
entered upon the 19th and 28th instant, respectively. They were both 
upon their regular schedule embracing Cuban and Dominican ports, 
aud they had both been disinfected at Santiago de Cuba just prior to 
clearing for Porto Rico. The Julia brought no baggage requiring dis- 
infection and only 1 sack of mail. Her passengers were all allowed to 
land as immunes and the vessel granted free pratique. The Maria 
Herrera brought 12 pieces of baggage and 1 sack of mail requiring dis- 
infection. All passengers landed ax immunes and the ship given free 
practique. 

Two steamships of the Red D Line, plying between New York and 
ports in Venezuely and touching at this port, were held in quarantine 
during the few hours they remained at this port on their way north 
from Venezuelan ports. The steamship Caracas of this line arrived 
here upon the 13tu instant. One sack of mail for this port was removed 
to the island and disinfected. The steamship Philadelphia entered upon 
the 27th. Eight pieces of baggage belonging to passengers destined for 
this port were disinfected here. The Philadelphia brought 1 passenger 
from Valencia, Venezuela, who was detained in quarantine here the 
required observation period, as the consular bill of health reported 
several cases of yellow fever existant in that city. 

The following embraces a report of the number of vessels inspected 
at the several subports during the month: Mayaguez, 5; Arecibo, 2; 
Humaceao, 4; Aguadilla, 1; Fajardo, none; Arroyo, 1. 

The following are the mortality statistics from the subports: Maya- 
guez, 109; Arecibo, 131; Humacao, 50; Aguadilla, 36; Fajardo, 37 ; 
Arroyo, 19.

AUSTRIA—Brunn.—Month of July, 1902. Estimated population, 
95,342. Total number of deaths. 247, including diphtheria, 3; enteric 
fever, 1; measles, 6; whooping cough, 2, and 55 from tuberculosis. 

GREAT BRITAIN—EFngland and Wales.—The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended August 30, 
1902, correspond to an annual rate of 15.2 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 14,862,379. 

London.—One thousand three hundred and eighty-five deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 18; scarlet fever, 11; 
diphtheria, 18; whooping cough, 37; enteric fever, 15; smallpox, 2, 
and diarrhea, 159. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 15.8 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,835 deaths were registered. 
In the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 3 from diphtheria, 4 from 
measles, and 3 from whooping cough. 
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Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended August 30, 1902, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 17.4 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,092,401. The lowest rate was recorded in Armagh, 
Portadown, and Queenstown, viz, 0.0, and the highest in Tralee, viz, 
26.4 per 1,000. In Dublin and suburbs 156 deaths were registered, 
including diphtheria, 2; enteric fever, 2; measles, 11; scarlet fever, 2, 
and 24 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended August 30, 1902, correspond to an annual rate of 14.0 per 1,000 of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,679,923. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Leith, viz, 7.9, and the highest in Perth, viz, 26.6, 
per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 451, including diphtheria, 1; measles, 4; scarlet fever, 5, and 17 
from whooping cough.
